clerk  your  full  name,  date  of 
birth,  place,  names  of  parents  and 
name  of  doctor  or  midwife. 

If  the  clerk  has  this  information 
he  will  send  it  on  to  you.  In  writ¬ 
ing  for  this  information  inclose 
50c  which  is  the  Iowa  charge  for 
such  service. 

If  your  record  cannql  be  found 
in  the  county  seat  write  to  the 
state  department  of  health  at  Des 
Moines.  A  doctor  usually  sends  a 
report  to  the  county  seat  and  to 
the  state,  but  more  often  in  the 
past  just  the  state  record  was 

If  neither  the  county  scat 
nor  the  state  department  of 
Health  have  these  records,  an 
affidavit  can  be  filled  out  at 
the  clerk’s  office. 

The  affidavit  must  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  additional  documentary 
evidence  and  must  consist  of  any 
four  of  the  following  records  (but 
each  of  these  must,  have  been 
made  MORE  THAN  FIVE  YEARS

6.  Dated  letters  or  telegrams 
concerning  the  birth; 

7.  Birthday  books; 

8.  Record  from  a  federal,  state 
or  local  census; 

9.  Eiunily  Bible  record,  if  writ¬ 
ten  in  ink  and  clearly  made  be- 
four  the  fourth  birthday  of  the 
child- 

10.  School  record: 

11.  Employment  record; 

12.  Military  record; 

13.  Naturalization  papers,  im¬ 
migration  records,  passports; 

14.  Voting  regisU'ation  records.

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Survey  Shows 
College  Students 
Not  “Radical” 

(ACP) — Students  do  not  ‘'turn 
radical"  in  the  average  American 
college  or  university,  observes 
Morton  Mintz  in  the  Michigan 
Daily.  Results  of  an  exhaustive 
four-year  survey,  combined  with 
similar  research  of  other  psycholo¬ 
gists  conducted  over  a  15-year 
period  in  approximately  50  col¬ 
leges.  have  convinced  Prof.  Theo¬ 
dore  M.  Newcomb  of  Michigan's 
sociology  department  that  there  is 
"only  a  slight  increase  in  liberal¬ 
ism”  between  entrance  and  gradu¬ 
ation  among  the  great  majority  of 
students. 

(Professor  Newcomb  said  liber¬ 
alism  is  defined  in  the  survey  as 
favoring  the  kinds  of  changes  in¬ 
troduced  by  the  New  Deal). 

Professor  Newcomb's  "fconclu- 
sioflS,  which  will  be  published  in 
book  form  tin's  spring  tinder  the 
title  "Personality  and  Attitude  De¬ 
velopment,"  stated  that  “in  college 
students,  family  background  is  a 
]o£s  important  factor  in  altitude 
change  than  the  conservatism  or 
liberalism  prevailing  in  the  col¬ 
lege  atmosphere." 

Newcomb  Surveys. 

Ilis  survey  was  conducted  chief¬ 
ly  at  Bennington  college  in  Very 
mont,  where  he  taught  social  psy¬ 
chology  from  1834-41.  The  survey 
was  made  from  1835-1939.  At  this 
college  of  250  girls  he  found  that 
the  great  majority  of  students — 
who  were  nearly  all  from  wealthy 
hemes — lost  their  entrenched  con¬ 
servatism  and  became  much  more 
liberal  than  any  ether  college 
group.  Some  millionaires’  daugh¬ 
ters  became  confirmed  radicals. 
Citing  this  as  proof  of  his  theory 
that  family  background  is  of  sec¬ 
ondary  importance,  lie  said  the 
liberal  environment  of  Bennington 
college  proved  mere  potent  than 
parental  advice  and  beliefs. 

Professor  Newcomb  stressed, 
however,  certain  factors  which  dif¬ 
ferentiated  Bennington  from  other 
schools.  He  pointed  out  that  the 
school  was  new  and  based  on  a 
radically  different  system  of  in¬ 
dividualized  education.  The  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  college  was  himself  a

Reason  for  Conservatives. 

Dr.  Newcomb  'declared  that  it  is 
because  of  the  conservative  atti- 
lude  prevalent  in  most  AmAican 
colleges  that  students  are  on  the 
whole  conservative. 

He  maintained  that  those  who 
changed  least,  or  not  at  all,  in  an 
atmosphere  such  as  that  at  Ben¬ 
nington,  were  those  absorbed  in 
their  own  personal  concerns, *and 
bitter  or  antagonistic  toward  com¬ 
munity  activities.  Asked  how 
many  students  who  are  liberal 
when  they  enter  college  adopt  con¬ 
servatism  during  school,  he  said 
there  are  very  few,  and  in  these 
cases  there  is  usually  a  psycho¬ 
logical  reaction  against  liberal  but 
domineering,  dogmatic  parents. 

Pointing  to  such  schools  near 
Bennington  as  Williams  college 
and  Skidmore,  where  comparable 
students  enter  conservative  and 
leave  only  slightly  liberal,  Pro¬ 
fessor  Newcomb  *aid  that  at  such 
typically  American  schools  the 
most  prominent  campus  leaders 
were  more  likely  to  be  the  most 
conservative  students,  while  at 
Bennington  the  most  popular  were 
the  most  radical. 

He  said  that  at  Bennington  lib¬ 
eralism  was  a  vital  issue  while  at 
most  other  schools  it  was  not  con¬ 
sidered  important. 


NEW  CENSORSHIP 
CODE  APPROVED 

Office  in  Washington 
Designs  Secret  Code 
to  Curtail  Espionage. 

(ACP)  —  Recently  adopted  by 
the  office  of  censorship  in  Wash¬ 
ington.  the  new  radio  censorship 
code  is  designed  to  prevent 
spreading  infonnation  that  might 
be  of  value  to  the  enemy  and  to 
exercise  careful  control  over  cer¬ 
tain  programs  that  might 
as  espionage  tools. 

Radio, presents  many  problems 
that  were  never  met  by  George 
Creel  and  his  board  of  censorship 
during  the  first  World  war.  Maga¬ 
zines  and  newspapers  can  be  een- 
eored  as  they  leave  our  borders, 
"but  many  stations  can  be  heard  in 
foreign  countries;  yet  no  control 
can  be  exercised  over  programs 
after  they  are  broadcast. 

The  radio  code  follows  the  lead 
of  newspaper  censorship  in  per¬ 
mitting  no  material  to  be  sent  out 
that  might  be  of  aid  to  the  enemy. 
Weather  reports  are  banned;  news 
of  troop  movements,  ship  sinkings, 
defense  production  and  casualties 
are  limited  to  general  information 
or  official  release. 

Changes  in  Censorship. 

Greatest  changes  in  censorship 
arise  in  special  programs  where 
the  radio  may  be  used  as  an  es¬ 
pionage  tool  of  the  enemy.  Quiz 
programs,  ad  lib  speeches,  panel 
discussions  and  interviews  pre¬ 
sent  special  difficulties  because  it 
is  impossible  to  pre-censor  the 
material. 

Enemy  agents  may  be  able  to 
use  man-in-the-street  interviews, 
quiz  and  similar  programs  in  mak¬ 
ing  reports  to  espionage  head- 
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quarters  if  precautions  are  not 
taken. 

The  radio  code  specifies  that 
programs  using  impromptu 
speakers  must  choose  the  partici¬ 
pants  from  large  enough  audiences 
so  that  no  one  person  is  reason¬ 
ably  sure  of  being  able  to  speak 
on  the  radio.  Foreign  language 
broadcasts  come  under  special 
consideration.  Scripts  are  to  be 
carefully  checked  for  infonnation 
thdt  might  be  harmful  to  the  war 
effort.  Furthermore,  station  man¬ 
agers  are  to  check  scripts  care¬ 
fully  during  broadcasts  so  that  no 
deviations  from  the  originals  are,

Engineers  Sought.
